1. Closest prior art: Document DE 3913169 discloses a 

covering material according to the preamble of claim 1. 



2. Problem: Reducing the emission of odors from liquid 
substances by changing the properties of the emittents. 

3. Solution: The inert carrier material contains pH value- 
reducing substances. 



4. Inventive step: None of the search report citations 
discloses the use of pH value -reducing substances in 
the carrier material in order to reduce the emission of 
odors .
